The republic of Cuba has pro- 
gressed so rapidly In the last four 
years as to almost intqxicate the be- 
lievers ln popular government. It was 
like the growth of a tropical plant 
which needed cutting In order that 
the stalk might gain strength. Per- 
haps It is necessary that the Cubans 
should be warned that the foundations 
of self-government must bo broad and 
solid rather than high and conspicuous. 

"It la saddening lo me to be called 
to Cuba, and still sadder to President 
Roosevelt, who is so identllled with 
her liberation, that wo are here at the 
time of a stumble In Cuba's progress 
toward popular government, but It has 
given us an opportunity to assure you 
In the name of President Roosevelt and 
the American people that we are here 
only to help you. With our arm 
undci- your arm, we are lifting you 
again in the path of wonderful prog- 
ress; r ■ hove traveled. We shall T 
am i ,ent. be able to point with 
pridf '. tho fact that the United 
Stutc, is not an exploiting nation, but 
that she has such deep sympathy with 
the progress of popular government as 
to be willing to spend hor blood and 
treasure ln tno spread of such prin- 
ciples." 

Transporting the Marines 
Washington, Oct. L— Gonsales do 
Quesada, minister for Cuba to the 
Fnited States, today conferred with. 
Secretary of State Taft regarding the 
situation In Cuba. Mr. Quesada ex- 
pressed full confidence in the friendly 
attitude of the American government 
towards Cuba. 

The battleship Texas, carrying mar- 
ines ordered to Havana, which vessel 
had been anchored outside the Vir- 
ginia Capes since last night to await 
further orders from Secretary Taft, 
was ordered to proceed on her way 
to Cuba. After the Texas left New- 
port News a message came from Sec- 
retary Taft that he wanted more mar- 
ines but did not need any more bat- 
tleships. Despatches were sent to 
him explaining that the Texas was 
being sent merely as a transport, and 
Secretary Taft then assented to the 
orders for the Texas to proceed. 

Besides the British steamer Marian, 
Just secured as a transport, the war 
department announced that It had 
charter -d the steamer Andes, now at 
Ha vane, as a troopship. She will pro- 
ceed at once to Port Tampa, and it i.;

Calgary, Alta. Oct. 1.— An important 
meeting of the home mission commission 
of the Presbyterian synod id' Alberta 
mid British Columbia lias Jus, conclud- 
ed here.

In the Kyushu mines the 
coal Is very fat and has great heating 
power, the best known coal coming from 
the Mlike mine.

It may be 
doubted, however, whether ihe result 
of the controversy was really satisfact- 
ory to either party. Two years tgn Ihe 
suggestion was made by several writers 
that there mighi be enough radium in 
tin' earth to account for the internal 
heal. 

"Rutherford calculated from some 
data given by Ulster and Geiiel that 
if the earth contained throughout iis 
volume ns much radium as a sample 
of clay examined by them the tempera- 
ture gradient at the surface would be 
about accounted for. 1 have recently 
examined a large number id' rocks, both 
igneous and sedimentary, and have been 
led to ihe conclusion that there is very 
much more radium in nil nf them than 
would be needed to maintain ihe earth's 
internal heat if the earth were constitu- 
ted of rock throughout.

VICE- REGAL VISITS. 

The visit of Karl Grey to British Co- 
lumbia appears likely to have much in- 
terest from an historical aspect. Most 
nf the Governors General since confed- 
eration have come out to the Pacific 
const. Two of these visits form prom- 
inent features in our short history. Karl 
Pufferin came as a conciliator and his 
name will always he associated with the 
early days of our connection with the 
Dominion. The visit of the Marquis of 
Lome derived special significance from 
the fact that he was accompanied by 
his wife, the Princess Louise, whose 
somewhat prolonged stay here is a very 
pleasant memory to those who were res- 
ident in Victoria at the time. Earl Grey 
came at an epochal period. The time 
has come when the Pacific seahoard of 
the Dominion is to assume that impor- 
tance which its geographical position 
and the progress of events confer upon 
it. Among the many interesting things 
which His Kxcellency has said since 
cpnvog to the province nothing lias ap- 
pealed more to the public than those of 
his observations, which bore directly upon 
the future expansion of Oriental trade. 
Perhaps what he said was not wholly 
new; lint this in no way detracts from 
its value, which is, indeed, because his 
expressions voice the matured views of 
an able man of affairs who appreciates 
to the full the responsibility attaching 
to his public utterances. If Earl Grey 
had been content to have dealt in the 
ordinary platitudes of officialdom, com- 
plimented as u pun our beautiful country 
and our loyalty to the Crown, he could 
not have been charged with any derelic- 
tion of duty. But lie is too large a man 
for platitudes; he feels too deeply the 
obligation-; of his position to content 
himself with compliments. His trained 
intelligence grasped the tremendous po- 
tentialities of trans-Pacific commerce, 
and hi' impressed them upon the consid- 
eration of the people of Canada with a 
furcefulncss" and clearness^ that carry 
conviction with Ihetll.

Prom n purely personal point of view 
the impression, which His Excellency and 
Ills fituiily have made upon the people 
of British Columbia, has been everything 
that could be desired. It was already 
Well known here that they combined in 
a special ninuncr, those personal qual- 
ities which adorn the viee-rognl office, 
and it is only just to say thai what we 
had heard in this respect lias been more 
than borne Dill by personal experience, 
YVe express the universal opinion when 
■we hope they will be able to visit tis 
often In the future. 



COMF^JLSORY PILOTAGE. 

Among the questions that have re- 
cently engaged the attention ot the 
Board of Trade and have formed a 
subject of discussion .with the Domin- 
ion government, that of compulsory 
pilotage has occupied a prominent 
place. It is not, perhaps, as fully 
understood by the general public as it. 
might he. Many people are under the 
impression that the Victoria pilots 
have something to do with bringing 
vessels In from the ocean, and hence 
are Instrumental In preventing marine 
disasters along the rugged shores of 
Vancouver Island. The fact Is that 
the jurisdiction of the Pilotage 
Authority only begins when all the real 
perils of the sea have been passed, 
and the duty of the pilots consists 
chiefly in what is little more than the 
docking of ships and seeing them 
safely away from the wharves. The 
pilotage district of Esquimau and Vic- 
toria Is limited by a line drawn from 
Trial Island to William Head, and 
every vessel crossing that imaginary 
line, if spoken before reaching it. Is 
liable to pilotage dues. The ship- 
master may dec-line to take a pilot If 
he sees lit, but In such case he must 
pay one half the regular dues. So 
many masters decline the service of a 
pilot that more than one half the total 
revenue of the Pilotage Board Is de- 
rived from this source, which indicates 
thut between 70 and SO per cent, of 
t he tonnage entering this port does 
not call upon the idiots for any ser- 
vice. There are live pilots, and the 
Pilotage Authority maintains an office 
and has a paid secretary. What is 
meant, substantially, by compulsory 
pilotage is that tirovlsibn of the regu- 
lations which makes it obligatory upon 
a shipmaster to pny half dues, 
although he does not require a pilot's 
services, and this Is what the Board of 
Trade Is seeking to have changed. Xo 
hard and fast alternative -suggestion 
has been made to the government, but 
the idea of the Board seems to be that 
pilots shall be licensed by the marine 
department, and shall be allowed to 
collect dues only from such shipmas- 
ters as may employ them. This would 
do away with the necessity of a local 
pilotage authority. It may be added 
that this is the system in force on 
Puget Sound. 

The cose from the point of view of 
the pilots seems to be that there would 
not be enough business to keep com- 
petent men employed unless every ves- 
sel was contributing something to the 
revenue of the Pilotage Authority. It 
appears to be conceded that there 
would not be enough to pay the live 
pilots the remuneration which they 
now receive; but. on the other band, 
it Is claimed that, while this Is the 
case, there would be enough revenue 
to pay a sufficient number of pilots a 
good living wage, and the statistics of 
the port appear to bear this out. 

On behalf of the contention of the 
Board of Trade, It Is pointed out that 
Victoria Is so favorably situated In 
respect to the ocean that In the vast 
majority of cases no shipmaster need 
take a pilot. This Is not true of 
Nanaimo, nor of Vancouver or any 
oilier port on the Mainland, and it is 
claimed that, since Victoria can, with 
perfect safety to shipping, be made a 
free port, so far as pilotage dues are 
concerned, It ought to be made free. 
It is an advantage to Victoria that it 
is near ttie ocean and very accessible, 
and this advantage ought to be utilized 
to the full. No one wishes to deprive 
ony one of a legitimate opportunity to 
make a living, but In a matter of this 
nature Individual interests must be 
subordinated to the general good, and 
It Is to the general good of the city 
that every obstacle In the way of ships 
making thin a port of call ought to be 
removed. It is pointed out that If 
Victoria were a terminal point the case 
for compulsory pilotage might be 
stronger, although it is not very evi- 
dent why this should be the case; but 
at present this is a port of call only 
for ocean liners, and every Inducement 
should be offered to secure calls from I 
as many of them as possible. A mini- I 
ber of them regularly call here, but in 
an Increasing number of cases steam- | 
ships having freight for Victoria carry 
It to Seattle, where it is transshipped 
to the local steamers. The Board of i 
Trade wish not only to prevent this, 
but so to reduce the charges upon 
steamships calling at Victoria that 
more of them will put In here to re

a weak one, but because It 
strong, and the just claims of the 
province are so great, that it will un- 
questionably be a matter of grave 
difficulty to secure, In full measure, 
that degree of consideration to which 
we are entitled. It is satisfactory to 
be able to note that recently there has 
been more of a disposition, than for- 
merly was in evidence, to concede the 
claim of this province to somewhat 
exceptional treatment, because of Its 
great area, its small and scattered 
population, and the absolute Impossi- 
bility of applying to the administra- 
tion of its affairs the same extent of 
municipal control as is found to be 
not only possible but economical in the 
eastern provinces. At the same time, 
we are not sure that this new appre- 
ciation of our provincial conditions Is 
as widespread as is desirable. A good 
deal of excellent educational work has 
been done during the last five years, 
and it cannot be said that Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier and ills colleagues are not 
fully informed as to what this province 
expects. 



We do not profess to know anything 
about the merits of the strike at the 
Crow's Nest Pass coal mines, but the 
accounts of what Is taking pla^e there 
do not make pleasant reading.

In an interview with the 
Colonist Mr. Sehroeder said their en- 
terprise was induced by reports which 
had reached them of rich prospects and 
the discovery of large bodies of ore. 
Leaving Victoria May 2nd they pro- 
ceeded by the Hazelton trail to Alder- 
mere, which they found to be a rising 
little settlement possessing two hotels, 
post otliee nnd sow mill, wjth various 
other buildings in course of erection, 
and there ihey made their headquarters 
for the summer. 

•Aldormcre lies in a sheltered position 
and the climate in this part of the 
valley is equable and mild, eompiirative- 
I ly all the year round, enabling ranchers 
to raise successfully all kinds of vege- 
tables and an abundant supply of hay 
for winter forage.

Report oUhe Special Committee 
Appointed By the City 
Council 



BY-LAW MAKES SOME DRASTIC CHANGES 



Saloons Must Abolish All Solid 
Partitions on Their Prem- 
ises 



The report oi the special committee 
which was appointed to revise the trade 
nnd liquor license bylaw was presented 
to the city council hist evenin 
port, was as follows: 

Gentlemen — Your committee on licensing 
have given very greut consideration to the 
state of the mulilcipul law governing the 
granting of liquor licenses, and after be- 
ing advised by the law offleers of the cor- 
poration, have prepared a compendl us by- 
low dealing with Hip question of licensing, 
and placing the conauet of licensing Insl- 
ness In a form In ivhli-b assistance will In' 
afforded to the persons seeking unci hold- 
ing ller.nsea, and we think It rlfilt to rail 
attention to the mode in which the by- 
Jaw deals with the question. 

Your committee obtained from various 
sources In the Dominion and trot!) the 
States specimens of bylaws and forms 
showing how tbe subject Is dealt with 
elsewhere. They also studied the Van- 
couver by-law. which, however, is Issued 
under tile authority of a special act. ami 
makes provisions which are not permitted 
by the general act. . 

Your committee have been advised that, 
although certain regulations b uvernlng tb. 
liquor trade may not be enforceable under 
the general act as penal provisions, yet it 
is open to the council to impose reasonable 
conditions and regulations upon .the con- 
duct of the trade, and that these condi- 
tions and regulations may take the form 
of the conditions of tin.' license, which 
license Is In fuet a contract entered Into 
between the license holder and the cor- 
poration. Accordingly such reasonable 
conditions as your committee recommend 
should be imposed, will be found Incor- 
porated In the .by-law In the form of con 
ditlons for endorsement on the various 
kinds of licenses, and a provision makes 
any breach of these conditions the subject 
of special consideration by the hoard In 
dealing with cancellation, refusal or re- 
newal. 

In order to bring existing licenses Into 
line with the new regulations, machinery 
Is provided whereby existing license hold- 
ers must, within a specified time, sign 
formal consent to accept renewal subject 
to i he conditions and stipulations In-tended 
to be imposed in future, nntl In default 
the section or the act which provides that 
application for renewal need not be form- 
ally applied , for Is suspended, and any 
license holder refusing to come In under 
the new conditions will have to make a 
special application for renewal. 

Provision lias been made for police 
supervision of licensed premises. .and for 
a police report on application coining be- 
fore the court. 

Provision Is also made obliging a license 
holder against whom any well ' grounded 
complaint Is made, being brought before 
the coi.rl upon application to renew, anil 
this Is in addition to tin- statutory power 
authorizing the hearing or certain defined 
complaints at any time. Tile hoard will 
thus be enabled to exercKe a more general 
control over the mode of -he conduct of 
liquor businesses than heretofore. 

With regard fn limiting tbe mini her of 
licenses In the city for the sole i>i liquor 
by retail, your committee ban- adopted tb" 
limitation authorized by sub sect Ion It 'if 
section 203. 

Your committee wish to point out that, 
with the growth of the tourist business, 
there may. In the near future, he an In- 
crease In the number of hotels to provide 
accommodation, ami have considered 
whether the limitation as to the Issue of 
new retail liquor licenses should not ex- 
clude the power to grant new hotel 
licenses. If t his is not provided for the 
effect of the existing state of things Is to 
place a premium upon existing retail 
licenses for the purpose of tra nsferlng 
same to anv new hole] which may lie pro 
vlded for the public accommodation. Your 
committee recommend that legislation be 

sought iu the next' session giving th nn- 

Cll n discretion to Issue new hotel licenses. 

In connection with this state of things, 
your committee? desire to point out the 
proposals contained In the by-law to keep 
separate and distinct the saloon licenses 
from hotel and restaurant licenses, shop 
license and the retail license for the eon 
sumption of liquor upon the premises. Your 
committee are advised that It was eon- 
tcmplated by the legislature thai hotel, 
saloon nnd shop licenses should be separ- 
ate .and distinctive licenses, nnd that a 
considerable loss of revenue has resulted to 
the city by uct observing the Intention of 
the legislature In this respect. 

The by-law prepared gives effect to lb,, 
legislative intention, and If the proposals 
are acceptable to the council and tin- by- 
law becomes law. these provisions can lie 
enforced by the exercise of the power of 
refusing renewals In the event of breach 
of the conditions of the licenses, although 
prosecution for penalties may not lie pos- 
sible without alteration of th.- penal 
clauses of the net. 

Tour committee point out that the effect 
of enforcing the provision prohibiting the 
conauet of a saloon business under a hotel 
license will, unless new legislation | s ob- 
tained dealing with Ui- subject, oblige a 
hotel keeper desiring to keep a saloon to 
iuireha.se an existing saloon lleer.se and to 
apply for a transfer, permission for which 
transfer Is discretionary with the board. 
One desirable result will be the nl, sorption 
of certain saloon licenses and their more 
desirable uses. 

Provision will be round Mr i be reglslra 
tlon of bartenders, and for Hie registra- 
tion of licensed bouses by name. The In- 
terests oT owners and mortgagees of 
licensed premises have received consider- 
ation. 

All the necessary forms In cohuectlbn 
with the machinery of tbe , licensing court 
are provided, and the maximum penalty 
which mav he Inflicted for a breach of 
tbe (regulations lias been enlarged to $200. 

In conclusion, your commit tec have 
framed tho provisions or the by-law with 
a desire to give to the hoard of licensing 
commissioners a mere complete control, 
-without placing upon the courted of the 
business any unnecessary restrictions, nnd 
with due regard to the Interests or the 
corporation from the point of review of 
revenue. 

The bylaw which will he introduced 
in compliance with this report is a very 
voluminous document eon'Ouning many 
pnges of typewritten matter. 

The bylaw will he introduced to regit 
Into tho licensing of saloons, liquor shops 
hotels, taverns ami rests liVttivts and for 



closing saloons during certain hours of 
the night and on Sundays. 

The licenses have been divided into 
several sections, including saloon li- 
cense, shop or bottle license, wholesale 
license, restaurant license, hotel license, 
and temporary license. 

In referring to the snioon licensee, the 
bylaw states that the licensee shall sell 
by retail only, the liquor to. he sold in 
one room only at one bar on the licensed 
premises. There shall be no partitions 
in the bar room of greater height than 
eight feet, and there must be u two 
foot space between the ceiling and the 
partition. There shall be no liquor sold 
outside tho bar room, unless under a res- 
taurant . license for the same premises. 
No side or back entrance shall be per- 
mitted to lie used as an entrance or exit 
for customers. Side or hack entrances 
shall mean tin entrance other than one, 
tlie door of which is on a public high- 
way. 

Shop or buttle license provides that 
liquors shall not be consumed on the 
premises and shall be sold in quantities 
not less than one pint. 

Wholesale license provider that liquor 
will not lie sold in quantities loss than 
two gallons. 
! A restaurant license gives the licensee 
j permission to supply liquor to customers 
The re- when taking meals, to be consumed upon 
i the licensed premises at the time of the 
taking of meals. N'o bar will be per- 
mitted mi the premises other than u lull' 
for handing out by the person employed, 
to the customers; and no customer shall 
he served at the liar. 

The hotel license makes it necessary 
for the license lo keep furnished and 
ready for use a! least 30 rooms. Save 
with meals or to bona tide guests no li- 
quors shall be supplied during the hours 
prohibited by the bylaw. No bar will be 
allowed on the premises other than a bar 
to supply the person attending in the 
wants of the guests. No liquors shall 
be supplied in any room or portion of 
the hotel, or with meals supplied in the 
public dining room to anyone who is 
mil a bona tide guest of the hotel. 

The bylaw also makes it necessary for 
the chief of police to give a detailed 
statement regarding the character of the 
anplicant nnd a description of the hmiw, 
The bylaw also provides that no li- 
cense will lie granted for any premises 
withii. IU(I yards of a hospital, school, 
college or church. 

The bylaw will come up for discussion 
at the next session of the council.

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THE RIGIDITY OF THE EARTH. 

An Astronomer's Conjectures As to Its 
Probable Cause. 

It was once thought that the interior 
of the globe— that is, all but a crust fif- 
teen or twenty miles thick — was molten, 
and for a time it was suspected that the 
moon created tides in that material, 
and this caused some of the earthquakes 
and volcanic eruptions which occur from 
time to time. Such high scientific au- 
thorities as Lord Kelvin and Prof. G. H. 
Darwin, though, have reached the con- 
clusion that the interior is rigid — as 
rigid as steel, for instance— though pos- 
sessing a very high temperature. This 
new view, though puzzling, finds partinl 
corroboration in the fact that there are 
two or three sets of tremors sent out by 
an earthquake shock. Wheu the latter 
is especially violent the earth waves 
will be recognized by delicate instru- 
ments half way around the globe. One 
set seems to travel through the crust, 
never going far from the surface; TTut 
Mr. Milne, an English expert in such 
matters, thinks that another travels in 
a straight path through the middle of 
the earth. That would be impossible of 
course, if the old notion were correct. 
Material having a pasty consistency 
would not transmit vibrations. 

T. J. J. See, who is connected with 
the United States Naval Observatory 
in Washington, has been speculating for 
years as to the probable explanation of 
the supposed rigidity of tlie globe as a 
whole. In n recent' letter to Nature he 
refers to a previous communication from 
him. published in '■ the Aslronomische 
Nachrichten. in which be suggested that 
the cause might hi 1 great pressure ex- 
isting throughout the interior of our 
globe, due lo gravitation. Ho adds that 
the supposition may be made somewhat 
more obvious by remembering that in 
any concentric spherical surface the re- 
sistance of the enclosed nucleus must 
be just equal to tiie pressure of the stir- j 
rounding shells resting upon it, and thus 
the strain upon the matter of the globe 
increases toward tbe centre. This pres- 
sure is sustained by the increasing dens- 
ity and rising temperature of the matter 
in the earth's interior, which is thus un- 
der an inconceivable strain, for surpass- 
ing the strength of any known substance. 
As the matter is above the "critical'" 
temperature of every .dement, it is es- 
sentially a gas reduced by pressure to a 
hardness greater than that of steel, and 
with an elasticity and rigidity infinitely 
near to perfection. The result is that 
the explosive strain upon the ma tier of 
our globe from within, which is every- 
where just equal lo the pressure sus- 
tained by the enclosed nucleus, renders 
the interior matter more rigid Limn ..un- 
known substance: and even the outer 
layers, which nre but slightly compress- 
ed, yield so little under tlie action of ex- 
ternal forces that the globe as a whole 
is more rigid than steel, as Lord Kelvin 
and Prof. (1. II. Darwin found from 
their profound researches on the long 
period tides of ihe ocean.

The 
injury to the character of the operator 
must tie almost as great ns Ihe pain lo 
the victim, 1 cannot conceive thai 
knowledge can be worth purchasing at 
such a cost." 

With the claim that animals are un- 
necessarily tortured by experimenting 
physiologists the public is familiar, but 
the assertion that the practice of vivi- 
section must have a demoralizing effect j 
upon surgeons and medical men is a 
thought but rarely presented. The whole 
subject was brought down from academ- 
ic heights by a hill that was .recently 
introduced and defeated in tlie Illinois 
legislature. Us promoters sought to 
bring the vivisectionists under ihe con- 
trol of the law without hampering more 
then was necessary the activities of sci- 
ence. Although unsuccessful, through 
the indifference of the public rather than 
the opposition of physiologists, they wore 
aide to eile eminent authority in support 
of their arguments, and lo prove that 
Ihe subject was one on which moderate 
legislation was necessary and proper. 

The whole question is admirably 
handled by Dr. Greville MilcDonnld, a 
noted London physician, in a recent 
number of the Contemporary Review, 
He is neither a vivisect ionist nor an 
auti-viviscctlonist. He states ihe argu- 
ments for ami against, admitting rea-| lished 
son on both sides, and concludes by giv- 
ing four conditions, without which vivi- 
section BllOUld not be practised. In he- 
ginning, he takes the very sound view 
that the public is competent to pro- 
nounce oil the mutter, having heard ar- 
gument on both sides. This contention 
is opposed to the view of many physiolo- 
gists, who maintain that the non-expert 
has no business meddling with n highly

He 
found his original inference nt fnull — 
namely, that flic antlers depended for 
sustenance wholly on this artery, and 
the great truth was revealed thai when 
the main artery was tied the 
blood still reached the antlers 
through minute arteries on the near side 
of the ligature; The conclusion thai lies 
drew from this resulted in the cure for 
aneurism, with which his name is insep- 
arably connected, 

Bui Hunter, passionate and fanatical 
vivisect ionisl though lie was, laid down 
the rule thai nn experiment once estah- 
liouhl never be repented. Re- 
garding the vivisection of (he frog to 
demonstrate the circulation of the blood, 
Dr. MacDoudld remarks thnt the same 
result might have been achieved by ob- 
serving the frog's foot, without any vivi- 
section whatever. Tlie writer insisis 
that many of the vivisections now made 
lire mere superfluous demonstrations of 
established facts, given in Ihe supposed 
Interests of medical students.

The Bellerophon is of the unique 
modern plan designed by Alfred Holt, 
and is without, masts, two posts being 
placed at either side of the steamer for- 
ward and tift which act a< derrick posts 
. and ventilators instead of the usual 
masts. The vessel is a twin screw 
.steamer of a gross tonnage of D.tKK) 
tons, ,"00 feet long, oS feel moulded 
breadth, and 42.U feel moulded depth. 
The five steamers are alike. The holds 
are divided into seven large compart 
trtents. all of which are void of the usual 
pillars and consequently are free from 
obstruction, the decks being amply sup- 
ported by strona: girders of a special con- 
struction, thus enabling cargo of tin- 
most bulky character being shipped. The 
customary masts and sails are dis- 
pensed with, nnd in lieu thereof arc lil- 
ted four tall powerful posts, which serve 
the double purpose of acting as derrick 
posts and hold ventilators. These posts 
are placed two abreast forward find aft, 
the forward ones being connected by a 
bridge for the use of the lookout.

Th<> loss this year of thirteen vessels of 
the St. Pierre Stilling fleet Is the basis of 
II rather remarkable story tohl the Sydney, 
0. n„ iHeeord, by fi French skipper. Ever 
since the Newfoundland bait law became 
operative anil excluded the French licet 
from the ports of that colony for the pur- 
pose of obtaining halt and supplies, the 
St. 'Pierre ilshorv has dwindled year after 
year until this summer It is almost a com- 
plete failure. A fleet that a few years ago 
numbered nearly four hundred brown- 
sailed vessels, has been reduced until lit 
the present time less than half that num- 
ber are encased In the Hank fisheries, and 
to the vigorous enforcement of the prohib- 
itory bait law enacted by the Newfound- 
laud government, more than to any other 
rouse, is ilue this condition of the indus- 
try upon which the Island of St. Pierre Is 
dependent for lis material prosperity.

The Japanese gunboat Musnsjii was sent 
to guard this rookery and the Russian 
government having had reports of raids 
made by schooners organized for the 
purpose with one carrying n field gun 
present | to overawe the guard on shore, sent 
three fast modern cruisers to guard Cop- 
per islands. Japanese claim They are 
being illegally harassed while sealing Oil 
the high seas by the Russians, and n re- 
cent memorial sent by Japanese sealers 
to the foreign office asks that steps be 
taken to guard their interest, otherwise, 
the memorial reads: •'further troubles 
like the recent event at the Pribyloff 
islands and the continued capture of 
Japanese sealers by Russian patrols will 
go on." 

Another alleged Russian outrage re- 
ported to the Japanese government 
claims that the Japanese ship ICinahu 
Maru, was driven into the Siberian coast 
at Oi bay on August 4th by stress of 
weather and was seized hy the Russian 
destroyer Bodry. The crew, numbering 
fourteen, were taken on board the des- 
Rtroyer while the Russians removed the 
ship's cargo and stores. The crew was 
sent hy a Russian transport to Vladivo- 
stok and was imprisoned there when the 
Bellerophen left.

SKILLED LABOR IN THE ORIENT. 

With His Long Knife the Untutored 
Native Will Build an Entire House. 

Throughout the Oriental countries gen- 
erally the superiority of the carpenter in 
the skilled labor class is marked and the 
rule hns held good in the Philippines, 
certainly until very recently. The untu- 
tored Filipino carpenter knows but one 
tool, the bolo. It is simply a knife with 
a blade nbout 15 inches long. II inches 
wide and one-eighth of an inch thick, 
single edged. It serves as a plane, hat- 
chet, chisel and hammer, and with it the 
native carpenter, left to himself, will 
build an entire house, not of the native 
variety merely, but in accordance with 
the design characteristic of foreign 
houses in the Philippines, which are fre- 
quently quite elaborate in construction 
and finish. 

The Filipino enrpenter has been com- 
pelled to adopt the nail first among mod- 
ern auxiliaries of the trade, and. unless 
otherwise provided the blunt back of his 
bolo. one-eight of an inch wide, is made 
to serve as a hamper face with much 
better success than would he supposed. 
In his original cult the nail plays no part 
and nil attatchments between members 
of a structure are made with bamboo 
strips or rattan. Nearly all the native 
and many foreign, are even now built 
in thin way, nnd apparently the only seri- 
ous defect as compared with nailing is 
the time consumed In the construction. 
The native carpenter has much difficulty 
in mastering the operation of foreign 
tools nt first, and it is necessary always 
to guard against a return of his beloved 
bolo. 

It is rnrelv mire difficult, nnd is gen- 
ernlly less so, to tench nn absolute nov- 
ice, if he be of the same natural intelli- 
gence, the use of modern tools of carpen- 
try than an artist wedded to the use of 
the bolo. This probably accounts for the 
rapidity with which craftsmen, such ns 
machinists, masons, etc., have over- 
come the early lead of the ••arpenters. 
They were unhandicapped by predilec- 
tion' of any binding sort unless we ex-: 
cept earth and rock excavations. 

The native method of rock excavation | 
is to build a fire to heat the rock. Then I 
cold water is thrown on and the cracked j 
stone removed, when the process is re- 
peated. This process, ns it does not im- 
plicate practice it) the use of a certain, 
tool is readily discarded by the native 
for the drilling nnd blasting method. 
They quickly learn the uso of mining, 
hammer and bar drill nnd the best of! 
the natives will get out as much as the 
average white workman. On earth ex- 
cavation there is reluctance in adopting 
one of the white nun's tools, his shovel, 
chiefly because of injurious effect on the 
soles of burr brown feet. | 

As u machinist the native shows de- 
cided aptitude, but fails in steadiness as 
a general rule. Otherwise he displays,) 
as do also the carpenter and the mason, 
the deep rooted fault of wastefulness of j 
materials. So great is this fnult now 
that the saving to the employer in cheap] 
wages as compared with those paid to 
white workmen is oftentimes swallowed 
up in waste of materials. This is hut an- 
other manifestation of immaturity which 
may perhaps be rectified wholly on ill 
large part by suitable manual training 
at an early age.

Some Are Far Fetched and Most of 
Them Are Ancient.

There is hardly a language winch has 
not been called upon to provide at least 
one of the curious sea terms which 
are in constant use and whose origin 
is so obscure. 

For instance, the word "admiral is | 
i">t of KnprUsh origin, hut is from the! 
■Arabic "emil el gabh," or lord of the 
sen. Captain conies from the Latin 
caput, 1 hue mate is from Icelandic, and 
means a companion or eo,unl. Cox- 
swain is a word whose derivation would 
never lie guessed. The coxswain was 
originally the man who pulled the after 
oar in the captain's boat, which was 
known ns the cockbnnt. This In turn is 
a corruptiou of the word coracle, a 
small round boat used on the Wye and 
I'sk rivers. So, coxswain comes to us 
from the Welsh. 

Commodore iR not so difficult to trace 
to its beginning. It. is simply the Ital- 
ian commnudatore, meaning commander. 
• 



No such person as Davy .Tones ever 
existed, though we often hear of him 
nnd his locker. One should speak of 
"Duffy Jonah's locker," for that was 
the original. Duffy is ihe West Indian 
name for spirit or ghost, while Jonah 
refers, of course, to the prophet. 

Another curious ense of a term grad- 
ually corrupted out of its original form 
is the dog watch. It was originally the 
"dodge watch," because it Insted only- 
two hours, instead of four, and thus 
mnkes it possible that the same men 
shall not be on duty every day during 
the same hours. 

Thou there 13 the "sheet anchor," the 
name given to the largest anchor car- 
ried by a ves'sed. It is really "shote an- 
chor" and it so call because of its 
grent weight, which makes it easy to 
shoot out in case of emergency. 

Instead of the terms "port" and 
"starboard," which are used nowadays, 
they used to talk of "larboard" and 
"starboard." Starboard has nothing in 
common with stars, but is really the 
Anglo-Saxon "steer-board" or "steer 
side," because in all galleys which were 
steered by an oar the oar w-ns fixed 
somewhat to the right-hand side of the 
stern, nnd the helmsman held the in- 
board portion in his right hand. "Lar- 
board was probably a corruption of 
lower board, the larboard side being in- 
ferior to the other.

They 
have asserted consistently and reso- 
lutely their right to educate their chil- 
dren under Irish Catholic and English- 
speaking influences, and us is now 
shown, have not hesitated to go to 
Rome itself for judgment.
